Voters from the Michigan 

House of Representative's 22nd 

District (encompassing the cities 

of Romulus and Taylor) who cast 
their ballot in the primary election 

held on Tuesday, May 20, chose 

Taylor City Councilman Raymond 
Basham as the Democratic candi- 

date who will go on to face Repub- 

lican Rick Butkowski in the gen- 

eral election set for Tuesday, June 

17. Unofficial results had Basham

Boards' Executive Committee and the 
Michigan Association of School Boards’ 
Legislation Relations Network.

Vote "Yes" on 4-year Terms

When Romulus voters go to the 
polls on Monday, June 9, we hope that 
they'll be voting "yes" on Proposal R. 

Proponents of four-year terms for 
our city's elected officials have mus- 
tered a number of valid arguments in 
support of their position, but we believe 
that there are two which are particularly 
persuasive. 

The first is concerned with attract- 
ing qualified people to work in our city's 
various departments. As things now 
stand, we can't possibly compete with 
other communities in hiring the most 
talented, best educated, and most ex- 
perienced administrators, simply be- 
cause we can't promise them a job for 
more than two years. If we really and 
truly want to see Romulus grow and 
improve, we must be able to attract 
people who have the skills to help us 


realize our city's vast — and still mostly 
untapped — potential. 

The second involves giving our of- 
ficials a reasonable amount of time to 
implement their ideas. For instance, if 
we expect our mayor to actively pursue 
the development of business and resi- 
dential areas within the City, we have to 
realize that such developments don't 
happen overnight. Planning, research, 
and negotiation are required to bring 
complex ideas to fruition, and two years 
is simply not long enough. But if we can 
give our administrators the assurance 
of a realistic term of office — and the 
chance to build a working relationship 
with City Council without fear that its 
members may change in two years — 
we'll be giving our government the sta- 
bility it needs to accomplish long-term 
goals for the betterment of our entire 
community.

MDOT, Police Say, "You Can't 


Get There From Here" 


In an effort to educate motorists 
utilizing interstates 275 and 94, the Ro- 
mulus Police Department is providing 
information on a number of construc- 
tion projects which wil/ result in road 
closings. 

The Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) notified local jurisdic- 
tions on Monday, May 12, that north- 
bound |-275 from Telegraph to 1-94 
(Northline Road) will be closed fromthe 
first week in June until November 1997. 
The closure is due to a contract to 
rebuild the existing roadway. There will 
be no access to any northbound travel 
once construction begins. Southbound 
I-275 will remain open. 

MDOT's official detour for traffic 
attempting to come north from I-75 is to 
continue north to the Telegraph Road 
exit in the City of Taylor. Motorists will 
continue northbound up Telegraph Road 
to |-94 and enter westbound I-94, trav- 
eling back to |-275. 

MDOT does not have any Official 
detours for any of the east/west corri- 
dors commonly used by Downriver 
motorists. These corridors include Eure- 
ka, Sibley, South Huron, and Will Carle- 
ton. It falls to the individual communities 
to alertthe motoring public as to accept- 
able routes. 

The Romulus Police Department 
would urge motorists who use Eureka 
Road as their entrance point for North |I- 
2/5 to consider heading north on Tele- 
graph Road, following the MDOT detour 
signs to I-94. This is a result of addi- 
tional roadwork in the City of Romulus 
that is unrelated to the |-275 project. 

Two road construction projects cur- 
rently underway in Romulus will result 
insome delays and difficulties in getting 
on I-94 at either the Middlebelt Road 
entrance or the Wayne Road entrance.

The Middlebelt Road project consists of 
a traffic shift just north of Eureka Road, 
where the County is installing a culvert 
under Middlebelt. This project should 
be completed by the end of June. Once 
open, it will be an easy route to I-94. 

Motorists who still wish to use 
Middlebelt Road should understandthat 
a bottleneck is expected at the con- 
Struction north of Eureka. Motorists may 
want to access Middlebelt from either 
Northline, Goddard, or Wick roads. 

The access to I-94 at Wayne Road 
is limited to entering eastbound 1-94 
from northbound Wayne Road, and 
westbound 1-94 from southbound 
Wayne Road. The ramps from north- 
bound Wayne to westbound I-94, and 
southbound Wayne to eastbound I-94, 
are closed due to reconstruction of the 
bridge. This project will also result in 
delays on both East and West I-94. 

The MDOT detour to I-94 takes you 
through two additional projects at Wayne 
Road and at Vining Road. Both projects 
still have two lanes of travel, but delays 
will be caused by volume increase. 

There will be some additional work 
on northbound |-275 from I-94 to I-96 
beginning in August as the road is re- 
surfaced. The project will be done at 
night and on weekends, with a reduc- 
tion in lanes expected. 

The Romulus Police Department 
requests that motorists consider this 
article's headline: "You Can't Get There 
From Here." While it's intended as a bit 
of humor, it certainly rings true. Motor- 
ists should plan on delays in the area, 
and be alert to orange warning signs 
and detours, which will be posted in an 
effort to help you survive the delays with 
your sanity intact. The Romulus Police 
Department also reminds motorists that 
fines associated with citations issued in 
active construction zones are doubled. 

Help yourself avoid the additional 
headaches by planning ahead, know- 
ing the alternate routes, and — most of 
all — having patience. O

Pursuant to Section 11118 (9) of Part 111, Hazardous Waste Management, of Michigan's 
Natural Resources Environmental Protection Act 1994 PA 451, as amended (Act 451), notice 
is hereby given that Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS), will submit a Construction 
Permit Application for a Hazardous Waste Treatment, Storage, and Disposal Facility to the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality (MDEQ). 

Facility Description and Location 

EDS proposes to construct a Liquid Hazardous Waste Storage, Filtering, and Disposal 
Facility. This facility will dispose of liquids in two deep injection wells, one that has already been 
permitted by the United States Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) and the MDEQ 
Geological Survey Division (GSD), and has been constructed to a depth of 4490° below the 
surface (EDS Well 1-20), and one for which Permit Applications have already been filed with 
USEPA and GSD (EDS Well 2-20). The facility will be locatedon asite inthe SW 1/4 NW1/4 SE 
1/4 of Section 20, T3S-R9E, or approximately one-quarter mile north of Northline Road, 
approximately one-quarter mile west of Wahrman Road, and just east of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad tracks in Romulus, Michigan (see attached map). 

Review Process Description 

First, the application will be reviewed to determine whether or not it is administratively 
complete. The process takes approximately thirty (30) days. If the application is incomplete, the 
local munitipality and persons on the facility mailing list will be notified, and the missing 
information will be required in writing from EDS. When the missing information is provided by 
EDS andthe application is determined to be complete, the MDEQwill immediately notify the local 
municipality and persons on the facility mailing list, and proceed with a technical review of the 
application. Within 120 days of receipt of acomplete application, the Director of MDEQvwill either 
refer the application to the Site Review Board or notify EDS and the public of its intention to deny 
the application. The denial process includes a public participation period. 

Upon the Director's referral, a Site Review Board is established pursuant to Section 11117 
of Act 451 to review the potential impact that the proposed facility will have on the local 
community. The Boardwill have 180 days to recommend that the Director either approve or reject 
the construction permit application. All persons on the facility mailing list will be notified of 
meetings. Once the Board makes its recommendations, the Director of the Department will 
appropriately issue or deny the construction permit. 

Location of Application Materials 

After the application is submitted, it will be available for review at the Department of 
Environmental Quality, Waste Management Division Office, on the First Floor of the John A. 
Hannah Office Building, located at the northwest-corner of Pine and Allegan streets in Lansing, 
Michigan, and at the Southern Michigan Field Office, located at 38980 Seven Mile Road in 
Livonia, Michigan.
